“Beware of false prophets, which 
come to you in sheep’s clothing, but 
inwardly they are ravening wolves.” 
Matt, 7:15. 

Watch means for us to study our 
Bible, study the Word of God and 
see what is “Thus saith the Lord.” 
Paul said to Timothy, “Study to shew 
thyself approved unto God, a workman 
that needeth not to be ashamed, right- 
ly dividing the word of truth.” 2 Tim. 
2: 15. If there ever was a time that 
we should watch or study the Word 
of God “it is today” so that we will 
not go after false doctrines. 

Jesus knew these things were com- 
ing before us so He says for us to 
watch for them lest we also be snared 
into the enemies’ trap, being deceived 
and deceiving many. “And many false 
prophets SHALL rise, and SHALL 
deceive many.” Matt. 24:11. “But 
there were false prophets also among 
the people, even as there shall be false 
teachers among you, who privily shall 
bring in damnable heresies, even deny- 
ing the Lord that bought them, and 
bring upon themselves swift destruc- 
tion.” 2 Peter 2:1. “Be not carried 
about with divers and strange doc- 
trines.” Heb. 13:9. In 1 Tim. 4:1 Paul 
warned us about “doctrine of devils” 
in these last days. We are warned in 
Rev. 2: 14-15 of the doctrine of Bal- 
aam and the doctrine of the Nicola- 
itanes. He said He knew their works, 
where Satan’s seat was, how Balac 
did to cause God’s people to commit 
fornication, and the Nicolaitanes doc- 
trine. Ali other doctrines that are not 
according to the Word of God are hat- 
ed. 

SOME TEACH THERE IS NO HELL. 

In Luke 16:19-31 we have a true ac- 
count of events which actually occur- 
red before our Lord related them. 
Some call this a parable, but it is not 
a parable for He (Jesus) speaks of “a 
certain rich man” and “a certain beg- 
gar.”

The soul of 
man never dies, it liveth forever and 
ever. “And these shall go away into 
everlasting punishment: but the right- 
eous into Jife eternal.” Matt. 25:46. It 
is impossible for God to lie. Read Heb. 
6:18.

If that is the case then the vision 
that John had of the last days are all 
false. He never saw a soul in Heaven.

Doubtless 
many of you have thought of us often 
and we have felt your prayers many 
times. We have been praying for you 
too, and wished many times when 
worn and tired, burdened and _ sad 
over some conditions, we could see 
you face to face and rejoice together, 
but we are finding just as true good 
folks over in Mississippi as we have 
ever seen, and they are making our 
hearts glad too. We have traveled 
from the Alabama line on the east to 
the west side on the great Mississippi

First, that we are freely justified. 
If we are not clear in our justification 
we are more than likely to make a 
mistake in our experience in entire 
sanctification. If we commence in a 
backslidden state to seek a clean heart 
and are blessed with pardon alone and 
mistake that for complete cleansing, 
we shall find ourselves in great per- 
plexity. We very much doubt if a 
person in seeking restoration to di- 
vine favor ever advances at first to 
the point from which they fell away. 
Such know nothing experimentally 
beyond that first attainment, and it is 
not to be presumed that their faith 
extends beyond their intelligence. We 
have no doubt but that a soul that 
has once known and lost the grace 
of perfect love and with justification, 
may, by the grace of God regain the 
whole by one act of faith. They have 
been over the ground and know what 
there is to possess. Let everyone then 
who seeks heart purity be sure that 
they are already in divine favor, al- 
ready know their sins are forgiven. 
This is a good and proper starting 
point for the land of perfect love. Do 
not commence with the understanding 
that you must know everything about 
the subject before you trust God, 
thru Jesus Christ, to purify your 
heart. There are many things you will 
not know, and cannot know, until you 
have the experience. If we are desir- 
ous of visiting some unknown land, 
unknown, I mean, except from reports 
of those who have been there, it would 
be an unreasonable demand on our 
part to require perfect information 
with regard to all the various appear- 
ances of the way before we would con- 
sent to set out. It would be quite 
enough, says one, for me to have satis- 
factory evidence that the land was 
accessible, that the way was feasible, 
and that the proper exercise of my na- 
tural powers of body and mind would 
bring me there. If I were wise with 
these evidences before me I should 
no longer speculate upon matters 
which I could never fully understand 
until they came under my personal 
observation. 

Be sure you do not seek another’s 
experience. Many persons are liable 
to fall in this error. They have heard 
some wonderful experience related. It 
has the evidences of marvels in it.

There was the “rushing wind,” “the 
tongues of fire,” “the prostration of 
the body,” “the third heavenly vision 
in the body or out of the body,” “the 
still small voice,” “the soul rest,” “the 
hush of peace,” “the heaven of love.” 
But if you will be successful, seek 
none of these. Do not seek any partic- 
ular experience, for generally what 
you seek is not what God sees is best 
for you. Seek Christ the Cleanser. He 
will give you such an experience as 
will be suited to your temperament 
and to the work to which He has call- 
ed you. Do not make the mistake, in 
seeking heart purity, of seeking it 
from selfish motives. This may seem 
an unnecessary warning, but we are 
liable to fall at this point. We ponder 
these questions in our mind. We are 
not successful. We are not happy in 
Christ’s work. We see others more 
useful, more happy. We are impressed 
that it is because they are more holy. 
If we were more holy we too would be 
able to pray with more _ freedom, 
speak with greater power, draw 
around us a more enthusiastic crowd, 
we would be more popular, more 
sought after, more influential, more 
useful. There may be more or less 
selfishness mixed with all of this. 
This is one reason assigned by God 
why we should be holy—not that we 
may be happy and useful and pop- 
ular, but, “Be ye holy for I am holy.” 
We are to be holy because God has 
commanded it, and because it is right 
that we would be holy. We should be 
holy if we are not happy, if we are 
not popular, if we are not useful, pro- 
vided God has commanded it. He can 
get along with this world if we are 
neither popular or useful in it, and 
as for happiness, we can better af- 
ford to be without it here than to be 
without it hereafter. 

We do not mean to insist that hap- 
Piness and usefulness do not accom- 
pany holiness. They should not be the 
motives which prompt us to seek it. 
No great progress is made in seeking 
entire sanctification until it becomes 
the one absorbant subject of the soul’s 
longings. There must be a deep con- 
viction for holiness, a loathing of the 
evils of the heart, and a cry for God 
which will not be denied. Such a con-

Matthew 28:10, 20, Go ye therefore, 
and teach all nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost: Teaching 
them to observe all things whatsoever 
I have commanded you: and, lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the end of 
the world. Amen. 

Mark 16:15-18, And he said unto 
them, Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature.

And as 
they taught the nations of Jesus, they 
also taught them to observe the things 
He had taught them, or in other words 
they laid the same commandments and 
tasks on their followers, who in turn 
went. on doing the same as_ will be 
seen in the writing of the Apostle Paul 
to Timothy.

As I was once 
a ball player this Scripture has a 
great meaning to me, when I think 
of having knocked a home run and go- 
ing with all might around the diamond 
and into the home plate exhausted and 
out of breath to hear the umpire say 
an error had been committed in the 
rules, which meant it must all be done 
over as in most cases we had a second 
chance in that game. The sad thing 
in this Christian game or race, we do 
not have the second chance as we only 
pass this way once. It pays to know 
the rules and obey them to the letter. 
Jesus said, Go ye into all the world. 
Are you doing your part of this or do 
you pull back and cause others to do 
the same thing by saying, Charity be 
gins at home, and other excuses? It 
gives joy to the true children of God 
to do His biddings, but here is a part 
that is being neglected or the work 
would be going faster. 

This command, “To go,” is with 
promise. Lo, I am with you alway. The 
Syriac says, Behold I am with you al- 
ways, but in the margin it is, all days. 
Here is where most folks will plead 
hard times but if Jesus is with us all 
days, we will not need so much of this 
world’s goods or business either to be 
satisfied. If Jesus is with us all days, 
we can be satisfied away from home 
with other nations and strangers. 

Oh, that the spirit of prayer may 
rest upon the church generally, that 
some of our noble young men and wo- 
men of the Bible School, and others 
of the church at large who can, may 
feel this call to work and make the 
necessary preparations to go and stay 
and do when they get there. This kind 
of prayer will inspire the rest of us to 
support the work. You may rest as- 
sured that nothing will ever be accom- 
plished along this line till we get to 
the place we want to see it. 

We are always glad when experi- 
enced missionaries come to us from 
other churches and faith. They should 
be shown our best interest and great- 
est respect. But as long as our foreign 
missionary work is dependent upon 
but these, we will never be a 
missionary church and we can hope 


| for nothing but failures one after an- 


other. 

Oh, that we might see the day in the 
very near future when there will be 
a missionary branch to our Bible 
School for the sole purpose of training 
workers for the different foreign 
fields! Such training will help to in- 
spire the missionary spirit in general 
as well as to train laborers for the 
harvest. Trained men and women, in- 
spired to work, will always be able 
to gather in the sheaves, which will 
in turn arouse the interest to support 
the work. The greatest hindrance to| 
this work at present seems to be the 
lack of finance. But, beloved, I am 
persuaded to believe that this is a very 
small item if we believe our Lord’s 
own statement, Behold I am with you

To the Churches of God, scattered 
abroad: 

Realizing as I do our shortage on 
mission funds, and knowing the 
needs of the field, based upon the 
many written appeals that have re- 
cently come to me, I take this priv- 
ilege of letting you know something 
of conditions as they are. 

After the Assembly, at the re- 
quest of the Mission Board, a spe- 
cial day was assigned to take up 
offerings for the storm stricken area 
of the Bahama’s, that is, for the suf- 
fering churches. The amount taken 
up was little more than twenty-five 
dollars, and, of. course, did not go 
very far. These people continue to 
call for relief through the Mission 
Board, asking for amounts running 
from $20.00 to $1200.00. 

A letter from Brother Auten tells 
us of the work on Cat Island which 


where our Lord ever told His disciples 
to pray for money, (however, we do 
not think it wrong to do so if we are 
in need, as He did say, Pray ye: Give 
us this day our daily bread) but He 
does tell them, the harvest truly 
is plentious but the laborers are few; 
pray ye therefore the Lord of the har- 
vest, that he will send forth laborers 
into his harvest. When in the history 
of the Church of God is that need 
greater than now? We need inspired 
workers of ability and responsibility 
who are seeking “first the kingdom 
of God and his righteousness: and all 
these things will be added unto them.”

preaching. For the last four weeks of 
the revival there was but little preach- 
ing. We usually had testimonies and 
let God have His way. Brother Sum- 
mers, one of the deacons had a great 
part in conducting these great testt- 
mony services. Brother Milligan from 
Equality was wita us some and con- 
ducted one testimony service, and 
Brother Toney Ford conducted one. 
Outside of the service rendered by 
these two good brethren our home 
crowd was in charge, but we all stayed 
out of the way and let the Holy Ghost 
lead. 

We had some real cold and showy 
weather during this forty-six days of 
revival. One time it was sixteen de- 
grees below zero but it did not stop 
the crowds. 

One night we had the new ones to 
make up the choir. There were ninety- 
three of them who took their seats’ on 
the rostrum and it was certainly 
glorious to hear them sing and praise 
their newly found Saviour. Of this 
great number who received there ex- 
perience in this revival (many of 
them were men) about twenty young 
men who would probably average 
about eighteen years of age, were 
saved and baptized with the Holy 
Ghost and added to the church. There 
were seven of the brethren who had 
been in the church for years without 
the Holy Ghost who were wonderfully 
baptized with Him, and several of 
other old men were saved, sanctified 
and baptized with the Holy Ghost. One 
precious man sixty-three years of age 
was wonderfully saved and sanctified 
for the first time in life. It is wonder- 
ful to hear him testify and praise his 
newly found Redeemer. His testimony 
last night was in substance: “I have 
been chief of police in five different 
towns and have been in many unhap- 
py homes. Sin is to blame for it all. 
I have served as warden in the pent- 
tentiary and have seen many behind 
the bars and sin was to blame for that. 
My days may not be many on the 
earth but I mean to fight sin the rest 
of them. 

About eight or ten high school stu- 
dents received the full experience, and 
in several cases the whole househoia 
was saved. One sister had two grown 
sons, a daughter and a husband who 
were in sin. The husband was. wonder- 
fully baptized with the Holy Ghost 
one Sunday morning. One of the boys: 
was saved in the same service. That 
night during the service the young 
man who was converted in the morn- 
ing service became so restless that he 
went home before the altar call. The 
other young men received the Holy 
Ghost after most of the crowd was 
gone. The one that went home began 
praying and God wonderfully saneti- 
fied and baptized him with the Holy 
Ghost and he eame running back to 
the church and his brother had just 
got through.

viction does not imply condemnation, 
but soul need. Condemnation comes 
of actual transgression, while con- 
viction for holiness comes of felt de- 
pravity. Until we desire purity of 
heart more than we desire any earth- 
ly good, until we are willing to make 
any sacrifice to obtain it, until we are 
willing to actually part with life it- 
self rather than not secure it, it will 
allude our grasp. It often occurs that 
when such soul appalling views of 
one’s impurity are presented the 
soul almost gives up in despair and 
concludes that they were never con- 
verted and if converted they have lost 
the blessing. Such views should not 
discourage us. God is showing us our 
hearts as we have not seen it before, 
that we may press our way to the 
fountain of cleansing. 

If we would succeed in seeking 
heart purity, we must see that aur 
consecration is complete. By consecra- 
tion we mean an unreserved devote- 
ment of ourselves to God, bringing 
body, soul, talent, possessions, reputa- 
tion, all our being to God. It is claim- 
ed that we do all this at conversion 
and have no need to repeat it. They 
who say this know little of what con- 
secration means. But as we do not 
wish to divert the reader’s attention 
from our important point, we will 
simply state what all must be conse 
crated. When we came to God for par- 
don we had nv intelligent idea what 
was meant by consecration, if indeed 
we had ever heard the words in such 
connection. Now we know its import 
and are able to some extent to see the 
propriety of the duty. When we came 
to God for pardon we were dead in 
tresspasses and sins and must of ne- 
cessity bring dead powers. Indeed we 
were felons and had nothing to con- 
secrate. We were under sentence of 
death awaiting execution. Free par- 
don or endless doom was all that we 
could expect. Talk of a felon making 
his will, consecrating himself and his 
effects to the government. We have 
heard the story related of a man tried 
and convicted of murder and_ sen- 
tenced to be executed. Every effort 
which society could influence and 
wealth could make for his pardon or 
the commutation of his sentence was 
made but all in vain. When the fact 
was finally made known to the wretch- 
ed man that he must die he said to 
his counsel, Bring me some stationery, 
I want to make my will. His friend 
said to him, If you will consider a mo- 
mgnt you will see that you have no 
power to make a will. In the eyes of 
the law you are as much a dead man 
as you will be after you are executed. 
The doomed man saw the point, turn- 
ed away and wept. This is our condi- 
tion on our approach to Christ for par- 
don. We are doomed to death, con- 
demned already. Our only hope is in 
the free pardon which is mercifully 
granted thru Jesus Christ our Lord 
on condition that we make an uncon- 
ditional surrender as a doomed felon. 
But now having been “made alive 
from the dead” we are able to bring 
ourselves a “living sacrifice which is 
our reasonable service.” We are citi- 
zens now and our civil rights are re- 
stored to us, consequently we have 
something to bring. 

When we came to God for pardon 
we had no idea of hands or feet, voice 
or will, heart or moment, silver or 
gold and all to be used when as to 
the extent we have Christ we just 
mastered our efforts and said, Here, 
Lord, I give myself away. ’Tis all I 
can do. 

Now we come intelligently praying, 
Take my soul and body’s powers, 
Take my memory, mind and will, 
All my goods and all my hours, 

All I know and all I feel, 
All I think and speak and do, 
Take my heart and make it new. 

The difficulty in our consecration 
will turn on some certain point. It is 
very likely to center around some for- 
bidden indulgence or some especially 
difficult duty. Satan will turn us from 
the path at this point if possible. He 
will magnify a mole hill into a moun- 
tain and persuade us to believe that 
we can never succeed. He may tempt 
us to believe that if we are entirely 
sanctified God will impose upon us 
duties which we will not be able to 
perform, or demand of us acts which 
will render us unpopular in the eyes 
of the intelligent people. It is not to 





thing that He will not give us power 
to perform. God is not accustomed to 
requiring impossibilities of His peo- 
ple. We may be assured that whatever 
God demands He will see that we are 
able to perform, then God has as much 
respect of what is proper as we have. 
He would not likely require of us any 
outlandish act, such as would pre- 
judice His cause, ana any acts which 
He approves and will promote the in- 
terest of holiness should be cheerfully 
performed by us. This unwillingness 
to submit to God and allow Him to 
“direct our paths” is the greatest evi- 
dence that we do not fully devote our- 
selves to Him. It should be our cry, 
Take our life and let it be consecrated, 
Lord, to thee. This includes the whole 
being. Then follow the particulars in 
which we are to be consecrated. These 
hands are to be consecrated to God 
so that they shall perform His bid- 
dings. Whatever our hands find to do 
for Jesus, do it with all our might. All 
our earthly labors and business are to 
be done, not as the world does it, but 
as God requires, at the impulse of His 
love. Our steps are not only to be ord- 
ered of the Lord, but we are to heed 
that order. If we are to take a jour- 
ney, go to this or that place, we must 
see to it that our steps are ordered of 
the Lord. If we are tempted to go to 
the house of pleasure and amusement, 
we are to remember that our feet are 
consecrated to God and are to turn 
only in the ways of His command- 
ments. If we have been accustomed to 
singing those songs which do not tend 
to the knowledge and love of God, 
they must be abandoned for Jesus, and 
our singing must be for Him. And 
this is not to be done just for a brief 
season but for “always.” Not a part 
for the one and a part for the other 
but only for the King. If we have 
used our lips in speaking evil of oth- 
ers and for sin and foolish conversa- 
tions, that must be abandoned now 
and for ever, and only words of char- 
ity fall from our lips. If we have in- 
dulged in light story telling, stories 
of a questionable morality, all this 
must come to an end. If we have fail- 
ed to testify for Jesus, from this time 
to the end of life we must be an hum- 
ble witness for Him. 

Our time is not our own. Every mo- 
ment is the Lord’s and must be de 
voted to Him. There is no time to 
squander, and no time to spend in 
pleasure. Our moments are all the 
Lord’s and must be consecrated to 
Him. How much time have we mis- 
spent? now lost, and lost for ever. The 
little remaining is to be fully the 
Lord’s. We are to have no will of our 
own. By this is meant that our will 
is to be in perfect subjection to the 
divine will, that we are to have no 
will opposed to His. Our will is to 
give way at all times, and His is to be 
recognized as supreme. My heart is to 
be kept as the presence chamber of the 
King. He only has a right to its occu- 
pance and if another is admitted it 
must be by His permission, and it 
must not be another that will cause 
us to divide our affections. If we are 
not fully consecrated we must resolve 
that this work is to be done at once. 
Ask God to show us what we do not 
see. Let us lay our hearts open to His 
inspection and be willing that He 
should see all, and know all. The 
Spirit of God is ever ready to help us. 
He will shine on our darkness and 
discover all the hidden evils of the 
soul. Let Him have it now; let Him 
have it for ever. We need not be de- 
ceived. God will not disappoint us but 
will give us the desires of our hearts. 
After we have reached the point where 
we are willing to do whatever God re- 
quires and whatever He commands, 
suffer whatever His providence may 
appoint, we are where we may trust 
the work is done. Not that it is done 
because we have consecrated all to 
God, but have consecrated all that we 
may believe that God does what He 
has promised to do—‘“save us to the 
utmost.” Take the following promises 
upon which to rest our faith: “Him 
that cometh unto me I will in no wise 
cast out.” We come unto Jesus and 
this promise covers our case. “If ye 
shall ask anything in my name I will 
do it.” This means that if we ask any- 
thing that God has promised. Here is 
the answer, “What things soever ye 
desire when ye pray believe that ye 
shall receive them and ye shal] have 
them.” Here we are required to be 
lieve that we receive when we pray, 
in order that we may have. But how

There is no such place as an “inter- 
mediate place” because Jesus said 
there was impassable gulf. He that 
buildeth his house on the sand is sure 
to fall. 

SOME TEACH ANNIHILATION. 

Annihilation is a doctrine that the 
wicked are to be destroyed at death, 
or later after judgment. If the wicked 
are to be destroyed at death, then 
there is no such thing as a resurrec- 
tion of the wicked dead and _ their 
judgment after resurrection. The 
Scriptures clearly teach the resurrec- 
tion of the wicked dead and their 
judgment. See John 5:28-29 and Rev. 
20: 12-15. 

Destruction or death of the spirit 
means conscience existence with ab- 
sence of eternal life. Annihilation 
means absence of conscience existing. 
For a soul to be punished, it must 
exist for ever and ever. Lost souls 
shall be punished with everlasting 
destruction. See 2 Thess. 1:9. I be- 
lieve if it were ‘not for that dread that 
is wrought in the soul by the Spirit 
of God, there would be more suicides 
today than there are. 

“And those beasts give glory and 
honour and thanks to him that sat on 
the throne, who liveth for ever and 
ever, The four and twenty elders fall 
down before him that sat on the 
throne, and worship him that liveth 
forever and ever.”’ Rev. 4: 9-10. The 
wicked will be punished for ever and 
ever, Rev. 20: 10. 

SOUL SLEEPING. 

Some people claim there is no con- 
scious existence apart from the body 
and in teaching such theories, they 


wrest the Scriptures unto their own 
destruction. 2 Pet. 3:16. 

We have in Jesus’ teaching in Luke 
16:23-24 the account of how the rich 
man could see, cry, talk, and feel the 
flames for it tormented him and he 
had a desire for water. How can man 
say there is no hell and that when a 
person’s soul leaves the body and goes 
out into eternity to meet God that 
that soul is DEAD, or in other words, 
unconscious?

He referred to the underworld as 
Paradise. Paradise before Jesus came, 
and died on the cross, and led forth 
captivity captive, and conquered 
DEATH, HELL and the GRAVE, was 
in the center of the earth.
